MT. VERNON, O., Feb. 18—Tb^ fate of Robert C. Lingafelter was given 


into the hands of the twelve jurymen at 2:25 o'clock this afternoon after a 
day of argument. The jury solemnly retired for deliberation, and so confi- 
dent was the immense crowd present that a verdict would be returned with- 
in an hour that all jretained their seats.

When court convened this morning, Mr. Stilwell first spoke for the state, 


followed 55 minutes later by Mr. B. G. Smythe and by Mr. Owen for the de- 
fense. At 11:30 the court took a recess for lunch and at one o'clock this aft- 
ernoon Prosecutor J. R. Fitzgibbon closed the arguments with a brilliant ad- 
dress to the jury, in which he ably presented the state's case. 


Mr. Fitzgibbon closed his speech at 2:03 and immediately Judge Coyner 


delivered his charge, which is sent to the Advocate 'in another dispatch. At 
2:25 this afternoon the court's charge was completed, and the fate of young 
Lingafelter was placed in the jury's hands. 


3:50 p. m.—No verdict has yet been rendered.

Alt Vernon, O._. Feb. IS.—The court- 


room was crowded this morning to its 
utmost capacity, and the gallery was 
pressed into service to 
accomcdate 


the crowd. This is the first time the 
gallery has been used in the history of 
the Knox county courthouse. 
This 


gallery seats over 200 people, and the 
body of the courthouse will seat close 
to 1000 people. Even inside of the bar- 
rail every available inch of room is oc- 
cupied. This. case has aroused more 
interest and, is, said by those who have 
lived here, that never in the history 
of Knox county has there been so 
much interest even in local criminal 
cases. 


At 8:45 this morning Mr. L. C. Stil- 


w.-ll, the prosecutor of Knox county, 
opened 
the case for 
the state. He 


spoke for 55 minutes. His argument 
at times was dramtic, and was an elo- 
quent and powerful arraignment of the 
defendant. Robert Lingafelter sat by 
bis wife unmoved during the speech. 
Mr. Stilwell asstackcd the testimony 
of James Passman and spoke sarcasti- 
cally of the fact that the defense had 
called a peanut vender to qualify as a 
handwriting expert. He walk-ed over 
towards Mrs. James F. Lingafeltor and 
pointing his finger at her. said in sten- 
torian tones: "They didn't dare wit 
you on. did they? No, the 
defense 


knew that you knew loo rm:cK We 
bave shown that there have been six- 
teen forgeries committed and that dur- 
ing two weeks Robert Lingafeltcr re- 
ceived $1100 by this means. As to Miss 
Lavin's testimony. 
Miss Lavin. an 


aunt of the accused. Why, gentlemen 
of tbe jury, she would say anything in 
the world in favor of the defendant, 
tbat she thought would pr<"j'.*djco your 
minds in bis favor. 
Gentlemen, we 


arc satisfied, and this anrum«nt is al- 
most superfluous, as we know we have! 


proven the case to your satisfaction. 
We have shown by testimony that 
Robert Lingafelter was a gambler, and 
needed funds.

"We have shown that his relation- 


ship with certain females were such 
that he required money, and he got it. 
Gentlemen of the 
jury, 
this 
man, 


Robert Lingafelter. required the mon- 
ey, and any means which were neces- 
sary he took- to get it."' 


Mr. Stillwell's argument was most 


powerful and he is now receiving con- 
gratulations from his friends 
upon 


his magnificent effort. He took up 
the legal phases of the question, and 
quoted authorities to the court, and ap- 
plied them, to the facts as addressed by 
the testimony. In commenting upon 
the veracity of James Lingafelter, he 
said that the people of Licking county 
had been kind and generous in their 
sifts to him, by heretofore electing 
him auditor, recorder and deputy pro- 
bate judge. Pointing his finger at him; 
he asked: "How did you repay this 
kindness? You repaid it just as Ju- 
das Iseariot did in the dealings with 
his Savior. Jesus selected Judas Is- 
cariot as a member of his cabinet, not 
by reason of his quality, but by rea- 
son of his alleged honesty.

reason Christ made Judas Iseariot his 
treasurer, to handle the money: re- 
ceived as tithes raid in by those who 
did it from a religious and conseionti- 
tious standpoint.

The 
time will come when the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant, as to these 
other alleged forgeries will be decided 
by -other jurors. Even though you will 
believe the defendant is guilty of one 
or more of these other alleged crimes, 
you should return a verdict of "Not 
guilty," if there remains the least rea- 
sonable uncertainty as to his guilt con- 
cerning the Flora Wood receipt No. 
1707. 
The evidence must 
convince 


you beyond all reasonable doubt that 
the defendant signed this receipt, that 
he did so without authority of Flora 
Wood, that he did so to defraud, and 
that the receipt was such an instru- 
ment as to tend to defraud. 
T<here is 


no direct evidence that he did sign it, 
but the state seeks to prove this fact 
by the weakest kind of expert testi- 
mony. I might pause here, gentlemen

PARIS, Feb. 18—Reliable information was received here today outlining 


the intentions of the Russian revolutionists. 
A' period of relative calm is 


expected to succeed the assassination of Grand Duke Sergius. The real 
crisis will come in the spring. The socialists are held back by the rigor of 
winter. Meanwhile strikes will continue with partial resumptions at inter- 
rupted intervals. 'It is known the Nihilists have selected Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir as the next victim. Governor General Trepoff, of St. Petersburg, will fol- 
low him, according to the Nihilist plans, and then will come M. Pobiedonits- 
zeff, procurator of the Holy Synod. The Czar's turn will not come until after 
he has signed the constitution, since his signature is necessary. It is antici- 
pated that the result of this knowledge will b» that the Russian government 
will re-iort to reaction in the hope of sparing the lives of the prominent men. 
The pro<-i-r>rt<* nf re-form, it is thought, will be indefinitely postponed. 


St Petersburg, Feb. 18—It is not 


generally believed that the assassina- 
tion of Grand Duke Sergius will cause 
-the Czar to reconsider the promulga- 
tion ot reforms for the workingmen. It 
i<! thought tho result will be a new 
era.

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 18. — The fight 


against the Standard is on. Kansas' de- 
sire for an oil refinery of its own was 
realized when Governor E. W. Hoch 
signed the bill appropriatiug $200,000 
for the erection and maintenance of a 
state plant, which was passed for the 
avowed purpose of flghtius the Stand- 
ard Oil company. In returning the law 
to the legislature, after affixing his sig- 
nature thereto, Governor Hoch sen>t 
with it a long message in which he 
touched on the general question of 
trusts. 
The governor said that the 


present legislation was not an attempt 
to drive the Standard Oil company 
from the state, nor to deprive it of its 
rights; it is not an attempt to estab- 
lish amonopoly, but an attempt to com- 
pel a monopoly already existing to be 
decent." 
He said that when normal 


conditions were again restored the 
state would be glad to withdraw from 
the business of refining oil and leave it 
in the hands of private competitors, 
"where it legitimately belongs." Gov- 
ernor Hoeh urged the legislature to go 
further and adopt other restrictive leg- 
islation to prevent the manipulation of 
railroad rates hy the Standard. 


Governor Hoch continues:"No great- 


er question confronts the American 
people than the control of these great 
aggregations of capital, all of them 
socialistic 
in their character, and 


which are antagonistic to the essential 
element of all national progress, the 
competitive system. A timely illustra- 
tion of the coercive methods of these 
modern combinations of capital and of 
their menace to private and public 
weal was furnished in the recent tele- 
gram of the manager of the Standard 
Oil company petulantly and arbitrarily 
withdrawing its patronage from the 
producers in the oil fields. Were that 
order maintained thousands of good 
people would be bankrupt and home- 
less. An economic condition which 
makes it possible for-one man with a 
stroke of his pen to bankrupt thou- 
sands of his fellow citizens is inherent- 
ly wrong and will not be tolerated by 
a free and patriotic people, and it illus- 
trates more forcibly than any recent 
event has done the necessity of a wise 
solution of this whole trust problem." 


The Kansas house, without a dis- 


senting vote, passed the bill making 
oil pipe lines common carriers. This 
is the second of the series of bills di- 
rected against the Standard Oil com- 
pany, and was strongly opposed by the 
Standard interests. It has already 
passed the senate., and will be signed 
by the governor. Without this bill the 
refinery plan could not have been car- 
ried out successfully, owing to the lack 
of pipe lines owned by the state. Now, 
however, the state oil can be piped 
through the Standard's lines. 


Standard Again Buying OH. 


Chanute, Kan., Feb. 18.—The Stand- 


ard Oil company is again buying oil in 
the Chanute district, after refusing to 
take any for one week. The construc- 
tion of the pipe lines in the territories 
is also again in progress. The Stand- 
ard says it is taking only about 10,000 
barrels of oil out of the field, but the 
producers say they are really taking 
more than that amount. Reports from 
Independence. Peru and other places 
indicate that the Standard is buying 
tl.ere also. 


Another State Refinery. 


Denver. Colo.. Feb. 18. — A bill for 


the establishment of a state oil re- 
finery has been introduced into the 
Colorado legislature. The bill provided 
for an appropriation of $125,00 for the 
erection and operation of a refinery- 
The price of crude oil in this state has 
recently been reduced from $1 to SO 


and will be unable to wo^k for a few 
days.

PEACE TALK REVIVED 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 18. — Even In 


the midst of the excitement caused by 
the assassination of Grand Duke Ser- 
gius there has been a noticeable and 
sudden revival of the peace talk. It is 
even intimated that Prince Frederick 
Leopold of Prussia is the bearer of 
personal representations from Emper- 
or William o'n this subject. While it 
is positively known that the question 
of peace was discussed between Em- 
peror Nicholas and Prince Frederick 
Leopold, it is impossible to ascertain 
what, if any, conclusions were reached. 


Pepper Russian Raiders. 


General Oku's Headquarters, Feb. 


18.—A Russfen raiding force of 15,000 
cavalry, 
500 infantry and 20 - guns 


moved south on both banks of the Liao 
river to Siaopeho, on the Hun river, 
directly west of Liaoyang, Thursday, 
and then began gradually retreating to 
the northward. The force is now 12 
miles northwest of Siaopeho and three 
miles east of the Liao. The Japanese 
pursued and inflicted damage on the 
raiders. The Russians on General 
Oku's front are inactive. 


Strike Spreading. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 18.—The strike 


is extending. About 2,400 employes of 
the Nevsky thread works joined in the 
movement. The strikers now total 
about 30,000. The temper of the men is 
more threatening and Cossacks and 
other troops 'have again been drafted 
into the city. The police are arresting 
the ringleaders. The employers regard 
the situation as critical.

indictment. 


The act alone -would not make the 


actor guilty, unless his intent was to 
defraud. 


But, where an act is forbidden by 


law, 
and is proven to have been know- 


ingly done, no further proof is needed 
-upon -the part of the state, to obtain a 
conviction, in the absence of justifica- 
tion or excusable facts, since the law, 
in such cases, prima facie presume* 
criminal intent. 


It is not, however, Gentlemen of the 


Jury, a conclusive presumption whicl- 
will shut out explanation or justifica 
tion on the part of the defendant. The 
law infers the intent from the act anS 
its character; and although the act for 
bidden by law was knowingly done, ye* 
the defendant may rebut that primr 
facie presumption by showing that the 
act was done without criminal inten; 
or with intent to defraud. 


Ai great deal of testimony has beer 


offered, Gentlemen of the Jury, tending 
to prove the commission of other al 
leged acts by the defendant of a simi 
lar character. This testimony has bee- 
permitted by the court, not as reflect 
ing upon the guilt of the accused as tc 
the commission of this act—for, proof 
of one crime does not prove the exist 
ence or commission of another—bu' i 
this testimony was submitted to yov 
solely for the purpose of reflecting or I 
the guilty knowledge and intent, in the 
event you find the defendant executed 
the receipt as described in the indict 
ment. 


As I have before stated, "intent tc 


defraud" is an essential element of th< 
crime or offense charged; and before 
this testimony could be of any aid tc 
you, 
it would be necessary for yot 


to find that the defendant executed thr 
receipt If you find that he did not 
this testimony would be of no avail. 


If you find that he did, you will nex- 


inquire: Did he execute the same witl 
a guilty knowledge and intent to de 
fraud? and then, so far as this testi 
mony may aid you, you are entitled tc

By "a reasonable doubt" is meant: 


That the state of the case which, afte:

tion of all the evidence, 
leaves the 


minds of the jury in that conditioi 
that they cannot say that they feel ar 
abiding conviction, to a moral certain 
ty, of the truth of the charge. 


A reasonable doubt is an honest un 


certainty, existing in the minds of t 
candid, impartial, diligent jury, after p 
full and careful consideration of all the 
testimony, with an eye single to the 
ascertainment of the truth, irrespec 
tive of the consequences of their find- 
ing. 


It is not a mere speculative doubt, 


voluntarily excited in the mind in or- 
der to avoid the rendition of a dis- 
abreeable verdict 


Such a doubt is considered by the 


law as a mere captious and unreason- 
able one. 


To acquit upon trivial suppositions 


and remote conjectures is a virtual 
violation of the juror's oath, and an of- 
fense of great magnitude against the 
interests of society, directly tending to 
the disregard of the obligations of the 
judicial oath, the hindrance and dis- 
paragement of justice and the encour- 
agement of malefactors.
